Mixed-Race Kids Cite Anxieties 


WASHINGTON! Students who consider them- 
selves mixed-race are more likely to feel 
depressed, have trouble sleeping, skip school, 
smoke and drink alcohol, a study says. 

Based on national surveys of 90,000 
middle school and high school students, the 
study found that young people of mixed race, 
regardless of which races, are at higher risk for 
stress-related health problems than students 
who identify themselves as single race. 

Published Thursday in the American 


Journal of Public Health, the study found that 
mixed-race students were more likely to report 
having sex at younger ages, having access to 
guns, getting drunk, considering suicide and 
suffering various aches and pains. The study 
did not examine why this is the case. 

The findings were drawn from data com- 
piled in 1994-95 by the National Longitudinal 
Study of Adolescent Health, in which students 
could give more than one answer when asked 
their race, connie cass (ap) 


Economy 

Races to 
New High 

Third quarter shows best 
improvement in 2 decades 

WASHINGTON I Accelerating from a jog to a 
sprint, the economy surged from July through 
September at the fastest pace in nearly two 
decades. Both consumers and businesses 
helped power the gains, fresh evidence the 
national rebound is on firmer footing. 

The broadest measure of the economy’s 
performance, gross domestic product, grew 
at a breakneck 7.2 percent annual rate dur- 
ing those three months, more than double the 
3.3 percent rate in the previous quarter, the 
Commerce Department reported Thursday. 

Economists said that near rock-bot- 
tom short-term interest rates, along with 
President Bush’s third round of tax cuts, 
induced consumers and businesses to spend 
and invest more and helped the economy 
move at a faster clip during the summer. The 
next challenge is making sure the rebound 
is self-sustaining, they said. 

The nation’s payrolls grew by 57,000 
in September — the first increase in eight 
months. But analysts have said the economy 
needs to add a lot more jobs to drive down 
the 6.1 percent unemployment rate. 

The Bush administration contends that 
as economic growth improves, job creation 
will follow. Bush will be counting on that as 
he faces the ’04 election, jeannine aversa (ap)

BIG BEAR LAKE, CALIF. | Fog and 
drizzle Thursday came to the res- 
cue of firefighters laboring to save 
resort towns in Southern California 
from the raging wildfires that have 
killed at least 20 people. 

“It is helping, but it is a long 
way from putting any fires out,” 
said Ray Snodgrass, chief deputy 
director of the California Forestry 
Department. “It’s the respite we 
were hoping for.” 

The forecast, however, also called 
for gusting winds that could drive 
the flames into more homes. 

Firefighters dug in to protect 
hundreds of homes still threatened 
in San Bernardino and San Diego 
counties. But only a few hundred 


acres of thick forest were burned 
overnight by one of the most dev- 
astating and erratic of the fires — 
a 50,000-acre blaze east of Lake 
Arrowhead in the San Bernardino 
Mountains. 

The wildfires have blazed for 
more than a week across Southern 
California, destroying more than 
2,600 homes andblackening around 
730,000 acres. On Thursday, seven 
major fires were still burning in four 
counties. 

Nearly 12,000 firefighters and 
support personnel were fighting 
what Gov. Gray Davis said may 
be the worst and costliest disas- 
ter California has ever faced.

Top 5 floors slump 
during construction 
at Atlantic City casino 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. | The top five 
stories of a parking garage under 
construction at a casino collapsed 
Thursday, sending concrete slabs and 
metal beams crashing down as work- 
ers ran for cover. Three people were 
killed, officials said. 

Officials previously believed four 
people were dead, but the count was 
revised Thursday evening, said 
Michael Schurman, deputy direc- 
tor of emergency management for 
Atlantic County. Nineteen others 
were injured. 

Authorities, worried about the 
structure’s stability, didn’t send 
rescue crews in right away. 


“There is the real potential for 
a secondary collapse,” Gov. James 
E. McGreevey said. 

Robert Levy, the city’s director 
of emergency management, called it 
“one of the worst collapses Atlantic 
City has ever seen.” 

He said search cameras and dogs 
were sent into the rubble of the 10 - 
story garage to try to locate miss- 
ing workers. 

Workers had been pouring a 
concrete floor deck when a corner 
of the top floors collapsed, leaving 
five layers of concrete and steel slop- 
ing downward at a steep angle, said 
state police Capt. Ed O’Neill.

Solar Storm 
Will Last 
Into Friday 

The space weather forecast for 
Earth’s neighborhood is stormy 
through Friday morning at least, as 
the sun belched another huge cloud 
of highly charged particles toward 
Earth on Wednesday afternoon. 

A previous, unusually powerful 
magnetic storm struck Earth early 
Wednesday, but it apparently didn’t 
trigger big power blackouts or other 
major problems. 

The new ejection was expect- 
ed to arrive Thursday with effects 
lingering into Friday morning or 
longer. It appeared comparable in 
strength to the prior one. 

The solar outbursts, which also 
include radiation from protons 
moving at near the speed of light, 
pose no direct danger to people on 
Earth’s surface, (ap) 


Blacks Move South 

WASHINGTON |A Strong economy 
and vastly improved race relations 
are luring record numbers of black 
Americans to the South, a region 
that many deserted early in the 
20th century. 

More than 680,000 blacks 
5 and older moved to the South from 
another region between 1995 and 


in Record Numbers 

2000, outnumbering the 333,000 
who moved away by a better than 
2-to-l margin, accordingto aCensus 
Bureau report released Thursday. 

The report found no other region 
of the country had an increase in 
black migration, a reverse of the 
trend seen in the first half of the 
century, when many blacks left the 


South for the industrial Northeast 
and Midwest. 

Migration from the South rose 
through the early decades of the 
20th century, as tens of thousands 
of blacks left to escape segregation- 
ist Jim Crow laws and a poor econ- 
omy. That movement north slowed 
as job opportunities dwindled and 
racial tensions rose in northern cit- 
ies in the 1960s and 1970s. (ap)

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U.N. Scales Back 
Presence in Iraq 


Annan orders staff 
out of Baghdad after 
attack on Red Cross 

UNITED NATIONS I Secretary- General 
Kofi Annan said Thursday he 
ordered U.N. international staff 
to leave Baghdad to reassess how 
to conduct future U.N. operations 
after a series of attacks in the last 
72 hours appeared to signal “a new 
phase” in postwar violence. 

A U.N. spokeswoman said that 
U.N. international staff will remain 
in northern Iraq, and the 4,000 or 
so Iraqis working for the United 
Nations will remain on the job. 

“Of course, it depends on what 


further developments are coming, 
but it is not our intention now to 
pull out totally,” Annan told The 
Associated Press. 

Baghdad has been hit by a series 
of explosions in recent days. Most 
have been caused by suicide bomb- 
ers driving vehicles into police sta- 
tions or other targets such as the 
headquarters of the Red Cross, 
where two Iraqis were killed. 

Meanwhile, Iraq was hit by a 
string of explosions Thursday that 
set a freight train on fire, killed a 
U.S. soldier in a military convoy 
and ripped through Baghdad’s Old 
Quarter. Another blast injured two 
U.S. soldiers on a military police

Delhi Court Voids Muslim’s Conviction 


NEWDELHIIA Muslim university 
professor who had been sentenced 
to die was freed Thursday follow- 
ing 23 months in jail, after a court 
overturned a conviction for his 
alleged role in a 2001 attack on 
India’s Parliament. 

India accused Pakistan’s intel- 
ligence service of sponsoring the 
attack, which Islamabad denied, 
but the two nations nearly went to 
war last year over the dispute. 

A special anti-terrorism court 


condemned Syed Abdul Rahman 
Geelani to death in December 2002 
on the basis of police wiretaps that 
allegedly showed he had been called 
by one of those convicted of plotting 
the attack, and that he had called 
them back. 

The Delhi High Court overruled 
Geelani’s conviction on Thursday, 
saying the prosecution had not 
presented evidence that connect- 
ed him to the Dec. 13, 2001 attack 
that killed nine people, (ap) 


MOSCOW I Prosecutors froze a 
huge chunk of shares in the oil 
giant Yukos Thursday, plunging 
the stock market into its second 
nosedive in a week.

N. Korea Agrees 
To Further Talks 


Meetings OK’d after 
China dispatches top 
official to Pyongyang 

BEIJING I China and North Korea 
agreed “in principle” Thursday 
to convene a second round of 
six-nation talks on Pyongyang’s 
nuclear program. 

Word of the accord came after a 
meeting between Kim Jong II, the 
North’s reclusive leader, and Wu 
Bangguo, China’s most senior offi- 
cial to visit North Korea since 2001. 

While couched in tentative lan- 
guage, the North’s latest statement 
could be more binding because it 
was made publicly alongside China, 


its last major ally and one it would 
be reluctant to alienate. The United 
States welcomed the accord, say- 
ing multiparty talks offered the best 
hope of getting the North to aban- 
don its nuclear ambitions. 

No timeframe was given, and 
it was not immediately clear what 
the next step would be.

Jane Campion’s erotic thriller is neither erotic nor much of a thrill 


FILM I “In the Cut” is the cinematic 
equivalent of coitus interruptus — it 
ultimately fails to satisfy. 

But the buildup is indeed hot 
and heavy, featuring the much-bal- 
lyhooed, totally nude Meg Ryan, as 
far away as possible from the effer- 
vescent romantic comedy heroines 
that made her famous. 

Ryan plays frustrated creative 
writing teacher Frannie Avery. 

Every person Frannie encoun- 
ters is predatory toward her, either 
in a sexual or violent way — some- 
times both, sometimes for appar- 
ently no reason. 

First, there’s Mark Ruffalo’s 
Detective Molloy, to whom she’s 
drawn in spite of — or perhaps 
because of — his crass, blue-col- 
lar demeanor.

He’s 
played Hitler, Nixon and Picasso. 
He’s been a servile butler and a fear- 
less vampire hunter. 

Now Anthony Hopkins has 
one of his toughest jobs: convinc- 
ing audiences he’s black. 

Hopkins and Nicole Kidman star 
as doomed lovers in the beautiful- 
ly performed, artfully construct- 
ed “The Human Stain,” adapted 
from Philip Roth’s novel by direc- 
tor Robert Benton and screenwriter 
Nicholas Meyer. 

As good as the actors are, it’s 
a stretch for viewers to accept 
Hopkins, a pasty-faced Welshman, 
as a light-skinned African- 
American who has been passing 
as white for most of his life. 


Hopkins plays Coleman Silk, 
a classics professor disgraced and 
beset by tragedy after he is ironi- 
cally accused of uttering a racial 
slur against two black students. 
After he quits in fury, Coleman 
loses his wife to a brain embolism, 
and months later, two new relation- 
ships send him down a road of self- 
reflection. 

Coleman blissfully tumbles into 
romance with Faunia (Kidman), 
a sultry campus janitor with a 
calamitous past. At the same time, 
Coleman befriends reclusive writer 
Nathan Zuckerman (Gary Sinise), 
Roth’s alter-ego in several novels, 
who becomes witness to Coleman’s 
final fling and the unmasking of 
his life’s secrets, which unfold with 
equal parts joy and melancholy. 


Faunia’s baggage includes a 
harsh upbringing and a menacing 
ex-husband (Ed Harris), a volatile 
Vietnam vet who blames her for the 
deaths of their two children. 

Benton and his production team 
admirably recreate the feel of 1940s 
culture and the prurient tone of the 
late 1990s, a time “between com- 
munism and terrorism.” 

Terrific acting all around com- 
pensates for the implausible cast- 
ing. Hopkins lustfully leaps into the 
role of Coleman, and Kidman blends 
fierce strength and damaged-goods 
fragility in a magnificently hushed 
and haunted performance. 

The film’s examination of “racial 
passing” will spark thoughtful con- 
versation among movie-goers — but 
not as much conversation as the very 
idea of Hopkins playing a 
black man. david germain (ap)

Haunted Hill 


Think the Capitol is 
scary by day? Try 
walking it after dark 

GHOST TOWN I Murder, curses and 
demon cats. Statues descending 
from their pedestals for midnight 
minuets. There are scarier things 
than lawmaking going on inside the 
U.S. Capitol. 

Walk through the Rotunda late 
at night and the only sound might be 
the 180 -foot-high iron dome creak- 
ing in the cool air. But those with 
sharper ears and broader imagina- 
tions might also hear, behind the 
850 doorways, the footsteps of the 
stricken John Quincy Adams or the 
assassinated James Garfield. 

The 200 -year-old Capitol is 
said to be one of the most haunt- 
ed buildings in Washington, says 
Jim Berard, Democratic commu- 
nications director for the House 
Transportation Committee. Berard 
compiled some of the more famous 
ghost stories in his recently pub- 
lished “The Capitol Inside & Out,” a 
history of the legislative center. 

The building got off to a bad start 
in 1808 when construction super- 
intendent John Lenthall disagreed 
with architect B. Henry Latrobe 
over the vaulting in the room now 
known as the Old Supreme Court 
Chamber. When Lenthall tried to 
remove braces from the vaults, the 
ceiling collapsed and crushed him. In 
his last breath, legend goes, Lenthall 
put a curse on the building. 

Tragedy struck again in 1848 
when John Quincy Adams, who was 
elected to the House after serving as 
president, had a stroke on the House 
floor, now Statuary Hall, while giv- 
ing a speech. He died two days later 
in a room off the floor, and Capitol 
workers have since reported hear- 
ing Adams’s footsteps, or the spec- 
ter of the old man trying to finish 
his speech. 

Among other spirits spotted in 
Capitol hallways are James Garfield, 
a former House member who was 
shot just four months into his 
presidency and died two months 
later, and his hanged assassin.

disgruntled office-seeker Charles 
Guiteau. 

Washington’s famed city plan- 
ner, Pierre Charles L’Enfant, who 
died impoverished and embittered 
by the way Congress had treated 
him, has also been seen in the sub- 
terranean rooms of the Capitol, 
carrying a roll of parchment and 
shaking his head, according to 
John Alexander, author of “Ghosts: 
Washington Revisited.” 

Berard says the most famous 
Capitol apparition is the “Demon 
Cat,” thought to date back to the 
early days when cats roamed the 
building to keep the rat popula- 
tion down. The cat, said to appear 
at times of national crisis, grows 
to enormous size before suddenly 
vanishing. Legend has it that one 
guard fired his gun at it, and anoth- 
er was so frightened he suffered a 
fatal heart attack. 

Some claim that on the night a 
new president is sworn in the stat- 
ues in Statuary Hall dismount for 
their own inaugural ball, and that 
Civil War foes Grant and Robert 
E. Lee have been seen meeting for 
a reconciliatory handshake. The 
one problem here, Berard noted, 
is that there are only six statues of 
women in the National Statuary 
Hall Collection to dance with 91 
men. jim abrams (ap)
